

201 2 JOBS UP FOR GRABS 


T housands of 

job opportunities 
in the lead up to 
and during the 
Olympic and Paralympic 
Games are set to be 
advertised over the next 
seven months. 

Promotional events 
are due to take place in 
Hackney and the five 
other host boroughs this 
autumn. The first takes 
place at St John’s Church, 
E 5, from 10am-5pm, on 
28 September, where 


residents will be able to 
register their interest in 
jobs in security, catering, 
hospitality, retail, customer 
service, cleaning and waste 
management. 

Hackney’s own 2012 
jobs brokerage, On Site, 
will be there together with 
Jobcentre Plus, and 2012 
employers and training 
providers, who are offering 
Games-related ‘skills for 
employment’ courses. 
Residents will be directed 
to the right sector for their 


experience, advised on 
opportunities, or offered 
one-to-one advice. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
the 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games 
said: “This is a unique 
opportunity to become 
part of a team that will 
deliver the biggest event 
East London has ever seen. 
Although most of the jobs 
are temporary, lasting up 
to nine weeks, it will boost 
peoples’ job prospects to 


be able to say they were 
part of the 2012 Games.” 

Former ambulance 
driver and Hackney 
resident, Stephen Yoxall, 
57, has been working 
as a security officer on 
the Olympic Park for 
nearly two years, thanks 
to support from On Site 
and Job Centre Plus. He 
said: “I was very grateful 
for the opportunity to get 
back to work after two 
years unemployed. Eve 
seen the Park change from 


a building site to nearly 
complete. My ambition 
after the Games is to go 
into corporate security.” 

Twenty four residents 
have just been offered jobs 
with the 2012 security firm 
G4S, but many more are 
needed.

P LANS for the 

BBC’s EastEnders 
studios to move 
to the Olympic 
Broadcast Centre in 
Hackney Wick have been 
derailed, despite a last- 
minute intervention from 
the Government and the 
Mayor of London. 

Detailed negotiations 
between the broadcaster 
and the Olympic Park 
Legacy Company (OPLC), 
supported by Hackney 
Council, would have 
seen the interiors of the 
famous long-running 
soap recreated within 
part of the International 
Broadcast Centre (IBC) 
after the 2012 Games. 

A southern section of 
the huge building would 
also have been rebuilt to 
accommodate the Albert 
Square outside lot. 

The negotiations, which 
had also included the 
possibility of other parts 
of the BBC’s operations 
moving to the site, 
appeared to be abandoned 
at the time of going to 
press however, despite 
pressure from Jeremy 
Hunt, Secretary of State 


for Culture, Media and 
Sport, and the Mayor of 
London, Boris Johnson. 

Jules Pipe, the Mayor 
of Hackney, said: “I’m 
extremely disappointed 
that the BBC should walk 
away from something 
that seemed so close 
to happening. 

“Negotiations have been 
going on for nearly a year 
and the OPLC has done 
a terrific job to meet all 
the BBC’s financial and 
production requirements.” 

The soap’s studios, along 
with its technical and 
support crews, would have 
been the first to move in 
and would have been the 
anchor tenant of the IBC, 
which was designed to be 
a future hub for Hackney’s 
fast growing digital and 
creative industries. 

Potential aircraft noise 
from any future expansion 
of City Airport disrupting 
outside shooting has been 
suggested as the reason for 
the BBC abandoning the 


plan at the last moment. 

Mayor Pipe added: “As 
far as we are concerned, 
the noise issue was 
successfully dealt with 
each time it was raised. 
Executives at the very top 
of the BBC have repeatedly 
told me they wanted to 
make this happen, so it 
appears that the move 
has been scuppered by 
resistance to change from 
within the corporation.” 

Previous governments 
have used negotiations 
over the licence fee to 
encourage the BBC 
to regionalise its 
production base. 

Mayor Pipe said: “If 
Dr Who can be based 
in Cardiff and all the 
sports staff are in Salford, 
surely the BBC can send 
EastEnders to the 
East End.” 

The OPLC are confident, 
however, that if there is 
no change of heart at the 
BBC, an anchor tenant will 
be found for the Centre 


from among the many 
other expressions 
of interest. 

A spokesman said: 

“Over the past year we 
have been engaged in the 
market for the future uses 
of the Press and Broadcast 
Centres to ensure a great 
legacy for the Queen 
Elizabeth Olympic Park 
and its surrounding 
communities. 

“The BBC is one 
of the organisations 
we have been in discussion 
with and we have done 
a significant amount 
of work to meet their 
needs and production 
requirements. Ultimately 
this is a decision for 
the BBC. 

“There is a huge amount 
of commercial interest in 
the Press and Broadcast 
Centres and we intend 
to formally go out to the 
market in the autumn.” 

A spokesperson from 
the BBC said: “We had 
some exploratory talks 
but it turned out that it 
wasn’t a viable option 
so there are no plans to 
move the show for the 
foreseeable future.”

A LIMITED number of 
free places for motorbike 
and moped training are 
up for grabs. 

Anyone who lives, 
works or studies in the 
borough is eligible to 
attend a BikeSafe or 
ScooterSafe Rider Skills 


course, funded by 
the Council’s road 
safety team. 

Designed as an 
introduction to advance 
riding skills, the practical 
course is run by the Met 
Police. The aim of the 
one-day course is simple: 


to help you enjoy safer 
biking. Also, by attending 
the course between

Post-riot picture 

THE Government has just released national and regional 
arrest figures following last month’s riots. 

It’s still early days, but it is beginning to show a picture 
of who was involved, which will help inform all the work 
underway both nationally and locally to establish the 
causes of the disturbances which happened throughout 
the country. 

Important details about the 1 68 arrested so far in 
Hackney are that around a third did not live in the 
borough, and more than three-quarters were adults. 
There has been speculation in the media linking the 
outbreaks of disorder to gang activity. While it’s true 
that some of those arrested in Hackney had links to 
local gangs, and that nationally 73 per cent of those 
brought before the courts so far have criminal records, 
there is no evidence the riots were actually caused or 
orchestrated by gangs. 

Time will tell if there was any role played by gang 
culture, but the causes of the riots were many and 
complex and need to be properly understood if we are to 
prevent similar problems in future. Police estimate there 
are about 200 people connected to gangs in Hackney at 
the moment. This small proportion of people has a high 
impact on people’s sense of safety. 

The Council knows how highly gangs rate on residents’ 
list of concerns, which is why we are so committed to 
tackling this problem. We recently funded an 1 8-month 
police operation to take out middle and top-tier gang 
members, which resulted in 39 people being charged. 
Our youth services work closely with the police to 
intervene directly, and successfully, with the younger 
people involved in gang activity, or at risk of becoming 
involved, to move them away from a criminal life. 

This work, combined with other factors such as the 
massive improvements in school standards, is having 
an impact. The number of young Hackney people in the 
youth justice system has fallen from 649 in 2007/08 
to 340 in 201 0/1 1 . The numbers are still too high, but 
things are moving in the right direction. 

Although Hackney Council will face significant funding 
challenges over the coming years, I am committed to 
ensuring this work continues, for the sake of our young 
people, and for the safety and security of the whole of 
Hackney.

Tech and the City 


T HERE are nearly 
1,000 creative and 
digital businesses 
in Shoreditch, 
Dalston, and Hackney 
Wick - an area now being 
hailed as ‘Tech City’. 

These home-grown 
businesses are carving a 
name for themselves in 
fields ranging from design 
and advertising, to digital 
games and mobile phone 
app development. 

It is an arts-led economy 
that has grown over the 
past 20 years, beginning 
with an influx of artists 
and designers into 
Shoreditch making use of 
affordable workspace and 
the City’s good internet 
access. 


Hackney Council 
is working with the 
Government to support 
new businesses moving 
to the area by providing 
practical help with 
orientation tours, finding 
premises and planning 
advice, as well as linking 
up companies and 
investors through the 
development of business 
associations and events. 

An apprenticeship and 
work placement scheme 
is also being developed 
by companies to ensure 
local young people get 
an opportunity to join 
the industry. 

The Council is helping 
to set up visits to borough 
schools and Hackney 


Community College by 
Tech City representatives, 
so young people can learn 
how to run their own 
digital business 
and consider a career 
in the creative sector. 

The Tech City area 
stretches from Shoreditch 
to Dalston, and on to 
Hackney Wick where 
more than 600 creative 
businesses are based next 
to the Olympic Park. 

The Council is pressing 
for the media centres in the 
Olympic Park to become 
a centre for these creative 
digital industries after 
Games time. 

Cllr Guy Nicholson, 
Cabinet Member for 
Regeneration and the 2012 


Olympic and Paralympic 
Games, said: “Hackney’s 
creative businesses 
are some of the 
most innovative 
in the world, and 
we are working to 
ensure that they are 
centre stage within 
the national and 
global economy 
alongside attracting 
investment into our 
borough and our 
wider community. 

“The Council is 
taking a lead in the 
Tech City project to 
help ensure residents 
and businesses can be 
part of and prosper 
from this exciting and 
evolving industry.”

in banging out a good 
power ballad. 

Spotting storytelling 
potential, Lower Clapton 
resident Jamie Jones 
had the idea to create a 
short documentary based 
around amateur singstars 
at Columbia Road boozer 
‘The Birdcage’. 

Three local people were 
documented preparing for 
an unknown event, with 
the reveal at end of the 
film being their star turn 
on stage. Stripping out 
all dialogue, the finished 
product is beautifully 
shot, bright, uplifting and 
documents overlooked 
slices of East London life. 

“One inspiration for 
‘The Birdcage’ came from 
a man who isn’t in the film 


- he’s deaf yet still loves 
to sing. Even though he’s 
not in tune, his attitude on 
stage and the crowd that 
watch him is amazing. 

He’s happy being there 
even though he can’t hear 
anything,” 
says Jamie. 

“So I wanted to make 
something different to 
that usual stereotype of 
dark, depressing inner city 
London. It’s looking at 
lives of real people; they’re 
not all affluent, some live 
in high-rise tower blocks, 
but you can’t overstate the 
power and freeness they 
feel when performing,” he 
adds. 

Hackney selected Jamie’s 
film as the borough’s entry 
into the ‘Film London 
in 90 Seconds - Capital 
Tales’ competition 
earlier in the year, and 
on 7 September the 


34-year-old was crowned 
overall winner. Despite a 
successful TV background 
-Jamie went to film 
school in Swansea and has 
directed shows from The 
X Factor to hard-hitting 
documentaries for the 
BBC - he admits his 
surprise at being named 
the Hackney finalist, never 
mind winning the London- 
wide contest. 


“I know a lot of talented 
film-makers in Hackney; 
there was a lot of stiff 
competition and all the 
finalists were brilliant,” 
says Jamie. 

“At the final, I was really 
nervous because I didn’t 
want to freeze up or go the 
other way and come across 
as arrogant,” he adds. 

Although he wasn’t 
totally unprepared. 


While hobnobbing with 
established film industry 
names, he was ready 
to whip out from his 
top pocket a rolled up 
screenplay when a Film 
London patron asked him 
about his next big project. 

For Jamie, film in 
Hackney is huge. He 
speaks proudly of the 
many local people he 
works with, including 
physiotherapists and 
bankers, who, while 
having no technical 
background, have 
cinematic knowledge 
that sometimes outstrips 
his own. 

He says: “The Birdcage 
was my most successful 
film, but was also the least 
stressful. The scenery, the 
set and the story were all 
already there. At the same 
time it wasn’t really a 
documentary either, 


I still needed to direct real 
people in their own lives - 
re-shooting scenes, getting 
them to do something 
again. 

“Someone asked me if I 
am representing true life, 
they said ‘nothing is real, 
you’re watching what 
the director wants you to 
watch’. But I think that 
with everything, they’re 
all just viewpoints. Maybe 
blurring the boundaries 
- using film techniques to 
show real-life experiences 
is being more honest 
because you’re clearly 
saying this is what I think.”

All your recycling 
questions answered 


Q: I live in a flat above a restaurant. In the house I used to 
live in I could recycle from home. Now I have to walk to 
my local recycling bank. Why can’t people in flats above 
shops have their recycling collected too? 


A: The Council is aware that Hackney’s 
current range of recycling sen/ices 
do not meet the needs of residents 
living in flats above shops, and other 
properties, along the borough’s main 
roads that don’t have outdoor space to 
store recycling. 

The recycling team has been working 
hard to look at how it can better 
serve these properties, and will 
shortly undertake atrial to provide 
approximately 1 ,000 flats above shops 
with a doorstep collection service. 

Residents will be given a roll of sacks for recycling including 
paper, cardboard, plastic bottles, cans and glass jars. These 
can be left outside for collection at specified times during the 
week. If successful it is hoped this scheme can be rolled out 
to more locations.

Help give a bird or bat a home 


A BIRD and bat 
box-making event at 
Springfield Park on 
4 September proved 
popular with residents. 

Young and old came to 
help put together kits to 
provide homes for a range 
of wildlife. 

Volunteers made six 
bird boxes and two bat 
boxes at the free session, 
organised by the Council 


and London Wildlife 
Trust. 

There are now fewer 
and fewer natural 
nesting and roosting 
spaces available in an 
urban environment like 
Hackney’s, which is 
undergoing significant 
regeneration and 
development. 

So small scale projects 
like this help create a safe 


haven for the borough’s 
wildlife. The workshop 
also contributed to 
meeting a target in the 
Council’s Biodiversity 
Action Plan of putting up 
100 nest boxes and 50 
bat boxes in the 
borough’s parks over 
the next five years. 

Springfield Park is one 
of two Local Nature 
Reserves in Hackney, the 


other is Abney Park. 

This means both areas 
are deemed to be the 
most valuable for wildlife 
in the borough, they have 
statutory protection, and 
people are encouraged 
to learn about and enjoy 
wildlife there.

She said: “It was really 
enjoyable and we were able 
to pick up lots of useful 
information about things 


like bike maintenance 
and stopping safely in an 
emergency. I’d recommend 
the training to anyone that 
rides a bike.” 

The Council also offers 
specialist cycle training 
courses for HGV drivers so 
they can experience using 
the roads on a bike. 

Anyone who lives, works 
or studies in Hackney is 
eligible for the free training. 

Cycling is a popular 
method of transport in 
Hackney, not only for its 
health benefits but because 
it’s also faster and cheaper 
than many other options.

How to cut your energy bill 

HOUSEHOLDERS can take action to combat dramatic gas 
and electricity price increases, by adopting a few energy 
saving measures. 

The Council’s has set up an Energy Advice Line after 
British Gas announced plans to increase residential gas 
and electricity bills by another 1 7 per cent, just eight 
months after it raised its prices by seven per cent. 

This will add about £70 to the average annual dual 
fuel bill, which will increase from £1 ,01 0 to £1 ,1 80. 

But by getting expert advice from the Energy Advice 
Line householders could save up to £200 a year in 
energy bills. Simple measures such as fitting radiator 
panels, insulating your loft and walls, draught proofing 
and putting in a more efficient heating system can 
help homes offset the latest energy price hikes. Other 
measures such as switching computers, televisions and 
videos off standby, or not leaving lights on unnecessarily, 
can save money by cutting down on electricity and will 
reduce carbon dioxide emissions to help the environment 
at the same time.

HS East London 
and the City wants 
residents’ views 
on proposals to 
change services for people 
with dementia in Hackney.

To achieve this, the 
primary care trust is 
proposing to close under- 
used in-patient wards in 
Hackney and other parts 
of East London and, 
instead, provide services 


from a single base at Mile 
End Hospital, in Tower 
Hamlets, freeing up funds 
in the process. There will 
be no change to in-patient 
services for people with 
complex advanced 
dementia who need a 
longer stay however. 

A meeting has been 
organised for residents 
to find out more on 
26 September, l-3pm, at 
Hackney Museum, 

1 Reading Lane, E8. 

Marie Gabriel, Chair 
of NHS East London and 
the City, said: “Many 
people with dementia 


are now assessed early, 
diagnosed and then receive 
specialist support at home, 
rather than having to go 
to hospital. We want to 
continue to develop more 
modern and efficient 
services for people with 
dementia. 

“People with dementia 
and their carers have told 
us they prefer to receive 
care and support out of 
hospital, and that being 
supported to live at home 
improves their mental 
health and wellbeing. 

“We need people who 
use these services - carers, 


local people, NHS staff, 
community organisations 
- and other organisations 
with an interest in these 
services, to tell us what they 
think of the proposals.”

were undertaken and St 
Leonard’s became part 
of the NHS, with the two 
sections of the institution 
united as one general 
hospital. By 1966, there 
were 192 beds available, 
increasing to 207 by 1979. 
But in 1984, the in-patient 
wards were closed. 

No longer a general 
hospital, St Leonard’s 
Health Centre instead 
developed as a primary 
care centre, co-ordinating 
a number of community 
services across Hackney.

I MPROVEMENTS at 
Shoreditch Workhouse 
as a result of the 1867 
Metropolitan Poor Act 
led to the creation of 
a separate infirmary and 
new dispensary. 

Opened in 1872, there 
were 503 beds for 203 
men, 268 women and 32 
children. An infirmary 
matron was appointed for 
the first time, as well as a 
house superintendent, who 
worked separately from the 
workhouse matron 
and master. 

In 1903, Edith Cavell 
joined as Assistant Matron 
at the Infirmary, becoming 
known as a dignified, 
gentle and highly esteemed 
member of staff. She went 
to Brussels in 1906, to 
become principal of a 
nursing school, and later 
looked after many of the 
thousands of Allied soldiers 
wounded during the 
First World War as the 
German army advanced 
through Belgium. 

Cavell also helped some 
of the soldiers she nursed 
back to health escape 
behind Allied lines, and 
saved hundreds of men 
before the underground 
organisation she was 
working with was 


discovered in August 
1915. Its members stood 
trial in October. Eight 
were acquitted, but two, 
including Cavell, were 
found guilty and sentenced 
to death. 

At dawn on 15 October 
1915, she faced the German 
firing squad. On the eve of 
her execution, Cavell spoke 
to the British chaplain at 
the gaol, and stated: “I have 
no fear or shrinking; I have 
seen death so often it is not 
strange, or fearful to me . . . 
This I would say, standing 
as I do in view of God 
and eternity! I realise that 
patriotism is not enough. 

I must have no hatred 
or bitterness towards 
anyone.” 

A carved plaque 
in Cavell’s memory 
was later hung in the 
nurses’ dining room 
at the Shoreditch 
Infirmary, which by 
1920 became known as 
St Leonard’s Hospital, 
and the Workhouse as 
St Leonard’s House. 

The London County 
Council took over both 
institutions in 1930, 
closing the workhouse and 
transforming its buildings 
into a place to care for 
the chronically ill, while St 
Leonard’s became a General 
Hospital for the area. 

In 1934, it was decided 
that most of the ward 
blocks needed to be 
replaced, but the 
outbreak of the 
Second World War 
in 1939 prevented 
this. The first 
bombs of the Blitz 
fell on Shoreditch in 
August 1940, and it is 
likely that St Leonard’s 
was the first hospital to 
receive air-raid casualties. 


The workhouse has 
been replaced by the Mary 
Seacole Nursing Home, but 
some of the old infirmary 
buildings still remain as 
part of the health centre. 
The site is currently being 
redeveloped into a Primary 
Care Resources Centre and 


It was badly damaged in 
April 1941, when a large 
bomb hit an underground 
shelter in nearby Nuttall 
Street, blowing out all the 
windows and causing the 
ceilings to collapse. One 
of the nurses’ homes and a 
ward block subsequently 
had to be demolished, but 
there were no casualties as 
the buildings were empty 
because admissions had 
been limited to urgent cases 
since September 1939. 

After the war, 
improvement works 


much will be demolished, 
though the historic facade 
on Kingsland Road will 
remain as a reminder of St 
Leonard’s long heritage as 
a healthcare provider for 
the area.

Councillors have a range of 
responsibilities, including helping to 
oversee the Council and its services. 
They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local 
representative and ask them to take up 


issues that may be of concern. 
Generally they can help with Council 
related matters, but if the issue is the 
responsibility of another person or 
organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and 
tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors 
representing areas called wards - 
illustrated in the map opposite.

Shaping the future of 
Hackney’s libraries 

THE Council recently 
asked residents what they 
thought of its plans for the 
future of the borough’s 
eight libraries. 

Hackney had proposed 
changes to opening hours, 
with some, including a 
new library in Dalston 
opening earlier, others 
an hour later, plus some 
closing earlier on Fridays. 

More than 700 
responses were received 
during the 12- week 
consultation. All the 
feedback has now been 
collated and analysed. 

As a result, the Council 
decided that Stamford 
Hill, Hackney Central 
and the new Dalston 
C.L.R. James libraries will 
open 9am-8pm, Mon to 
Thurs; 9am-6pm, Fri; and 
9am-5pm, Sat. 

Stoke Newington and 


Shoreditch libraries will 
open from 10am-8pm, 
Mon to Thurs; 10am-6pm, 
Fri; and 10am-5pm, Sat. 

Clapton and Homerton 
libraries will open from 
10am-8pm, Mon,Tues, 
and Thurs; lpm-6pm, 
Wed; 10am-6pm, Fri; and 
10am-5pm, Sat. 

Woodberry Down 
will continue to open at 
9.30am, but will also now 
open over the lunch hour. 

Dalston C.F.R. James, 
Stoke Newington and 
Stamford Hill libraries 
will also open on Sundays 
from lpm-5pm. 

The opening times at 
Hackney Archives are also 
set to be extended by five 
hours each week later 
this year. 

As the consultation 
showed support for 
using volunteers in the 
borough’s libraries, that 
idea is to be investigated 


further. Volunteers will 
not take the place of paid 
staff however. 

The consultation also 
asked people’s opinions 
about events at local 
libraries. Following 
feedback, it was decided 
to hold a reduced number 
of events in all the 
borough’s libraries, with 
the busiest hosting the 
most events. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care 
and Culture, said: “The 
Council will continue to 
offer some of the longest 
library opening hours in 
the country, despite having 
to make savings.”
